A oomplete written statement as to the substance of any laoe-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested In view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed t)y the applicant An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Ofiioe action as specified In §§ 1 .1 1 1 . 1 .1 35. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademaifc Office should be bansacted in writing. The personal attendance of app&cants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark OfRce is unnecessary.
